OXALIS 


ACHIMENES 


Charming summer-flowering bulbs for pots in house or greenhouse or in the 
open where light shade and plenty of moisture can be provided. They respond 
perfectly to the same treatment given Tuberous Begonias. Sometimes known 
as “Cupid’s Bower,” the newer hybrids are greatly improved in size and color 
range. Five to ten of the tiny, scaly tubers may be planted in a 4- or 5-inch pot. 
They multiply rapidly. Water sparingly at first and pinch when they reach a 
height of 6 inches to induce branching: Ultimate height is 12 inches, :

CRINUMS 


Crinums are rare and interesting bulbs producing in midsummer large umbels 

of fragrant Lily-like flowers on stout two-foot stems. They make fine accent 

points for terraces or borders, and an easy way to grow them outside is to sink 
the pots into the spaces where desired. They are good pot plants and the culture 
is the same as for Amaryllis. They increase freely by bulblets. 

MOOREI. A showy variety with long lasting pink blossoms and long, very 
wavy leaves. Bears seed if hand-pollenated or crossed with other species. It 
is said to be hardy in the latitude of New York City except that the bulbs 
grow so near the surface of the ground that the frost damages them.

POWELLI. A hybrid with deep pink flowers. Bailey says, “If the bulbs are 
planted 21% to 3 feet deep (to the bottom of the bulb) in well-drained soil, the 
plant stands without protection in the neighborhood of New York City.”

GESNERIACEAE 


The Gesneria family consists of several species of tuberous-rooted plants hay- 
ing soft, heart-shaped leaves and brilliant tubular flowers in clusters. They have 
become an item much sought after by plant lovers who collect them, and there 
are several correspondence clubs devoted to a study and exchange of knowledge 
concerning them. The culture is exactly the same as for Tuberous begonias. Of 
this family we offer the 3 species listed below: Gesnerias, Naegelias and Tyd- 
aeas. Tubers of all 3 species should be stored in a warm place in the pots in 
which they have been grown and watered occasionally during the dormant 
season. i

With the modern vogue for winter window gardening comes a renewed interest 
in this species which used to be as commonly grown years ago as geraniums. 
Many flower lovers are collecting them to grow and study for their bright cheer- 
ful flowers and interesting foliage. They are divided for convenience in two classes 
according to the ripening time of the bulb. Those priced are early ripening 
varieties for spring delivery. 
DEPPEI. (tetraphylla speciosa). A fine variety having coppery pink blossoms 
and leaves with purple bands. Doz. 75c 
ENNEAPHYLLA. This beautiful variety comes from the Falkland Islands 
and is hardy. The creeping, scaly bulbs send up frilly blue-green tufts. of 
rayed leaves from which in turn rise the pure, waxy-white flowers in June.

The 
bulbs should be stored warm and dry over the winter.

MONTBRETIAS 


Montbretias are natives of South Africa from whence come so many of our 
most attractive flowering bulbs. They somewhat resemble miniature gladioli 
and are just as bright and varied in their colors. They may be grown in rows 
for cutting purposes for which they are valuable or used as points of interest in 
the border. While hardy in milder sections of the east, most gardeners prefer 
to harvest and store the corms in the same manner as is used for gladioli.

GIANT TUBEROUS BEGONIAS 


Dollar for dollar, few plants give more satisfaction than Tuberous Begonias. The tubers last for 
years, they are easily grown and no other showy flowering plant will do so well in shady loca- 


tions. We offer fine tubers of selected strains, true to name and color. 


Culture: Set tubers shallowly on peat moss or coarse leafmold which should 


be kept barely moist or in pots which also should be watered sparingly. When the plants are 3 
or 4 inches high, they are ready for transfer to larger pots or to shady, protected beds where 
they should be planted about a foot apart. They are fine for porch boxes if not subjected to sun 
or wind. As they are gross feeders, they benefit from applications of manure water when in 
pots, and when planted outside the soil should be well-enriched. A mixture of 14 gravel (pea to 
hickory nut size), 14 clay loam and 14 well-rotted manure gives a rich, porous soil. If the cow 
manure is not available, substitute peat moss adding 1 pound of superphosphate to the bushel 





for fertility.
